Measuring 
Standards 


Editor, Bulletin — The city of 
Edmonton, through the electrical 
department, sells a single phase 
electrical energy by three classes 
of measuring meters at three dif- 
ferent rates. These rates are bas- 
ed on what the electrical energy 
is used for:—for example, if the 
energy is used for ordinary light- 
ing, it is 5 cents per thousand 
watt hours, if for signs or dis- 
play, it is 3 cents per thousand 
watt hours, and if for motors, it 
is only 2 cents per thousand watt 
hours. In other words, there is a 
different charge for different 
use, and no questions are asked 
about it. 

Let us suppose that the city 
council decides to sell waiter in 
the same manner, say 5 cents 
per unit for water used in a bath 
tub, 3 cents per unit for flushing 
the water closet, and 2 cents per 
unit for sprinkling the lawn 
There would be the same logic 
in it, and the same advantage 
The plumber will have to install 
three separate water lines, pro- 
vide for three meters instead of 
one, the meter manufacturer will 
increase his production, the city 
will operate three accounts in- 
stead of one, the meter reader 
will have to stare into three 
meter faces instead of one:—all 
that means more employment. 

The advantages and disadvant- 
ages of either case are the same, 
but I am at loss to see any ad- 
vantage, and I believe it would 
be more economical for the city 
and for the average consumer to 
sell and buy electrical energy as 
supplied by a_ single phase 
through one single meter at the 
same unit price with a propor- 
tional decrease of charge for the 
proportional increase of con- 
sumption.*It would be very in- 
teresting to have one of the city 
officials to air the matter.

But For Socialism 


Now about socialism, About 
the only positive thing you can 
say about the socialist experiment 
in Great Britain is that things 
might have been a good deal 
worse without it, 

It's by no means a pure, or 
text-book socialism, The rich are 
still rich. The poor are still poor, 


The immediate aim is clearly 
not “equal” shares for all, but 
“fair” shares for all and in that, 


too, there's a long way to go and 
some deep confusion ahead about 
what is “fair.” 
me that’s why the 
Party's strength was sap- 
ped in the recent election. Most 
people are carrying the inevit- 
able burdens of this hard times 
socialism with very few of the 
rewards that might be expected 
in a more solvent country 
Consider food and re- 
member that many a Conserv- 
tive vote this time came not 
from the heart, but the belly. 
There's a_ socialist system of 
food distribution, Everyone gets 
enough because of rationing, 
And there's a surprising amount 
of corpulence in Britain, But 
it's a diet so monotonous, so 
deadly dull day after day that 
the stomach revolts 


Work 
Problem 


Or consider employment, Soci- 
alism, with a big assist from 
Marshall aid, has kept nearly 
everyone who can work at a job. 
Fine. But there's also the wage 
freeze and the inescapable fact 
that the fruits of this full pro- 
duction are not for those who 
turn it out, but for the fortunate 
folk abroad 

On all sides you see ‘this kind 
of two-faced result: on the one 
side the measures put in to get 
the country on an even keel 
again; on the other, the sacri- 
fices this has meant to the in- 
dividual. It's useless to argue 
that they'd have been necessary 
under any government, It's soci- 
alism that’s on trial and every 
Briton weighs the evidence in 
terms of what happened to him 
personally, 

You might describe it as a 
teeter-totter, The nation's pon- 
derous socialism is on one end 
of the plank, The lightweight 
individual is on the other, And 
the right balance between the 
two is a long way off. 

Britain is now split neatly 
50-50 between the proponents of 
socialism and capitalism, ‘The 
reason jis obvious, Both sides 
are able to marshal some strong 
talking points, Personal prejudice 
makes the difference, 

The Socialist says that the 
average wage is up, which indeed 
it us. The Capitalist then reminds 
him that so is the cost of living 
The pound buys less and less 

The Socialist points proudly to 
the people's ownership of the

Mr. Dean was always colorful 
As I remember it, he stubbed his 
toe and ruined his pitching arm 
in an all-star game in ‘37 or ‘38 
He said favoring his sore toe 
caused him to strain his arm. He 
was never at top form after he 
stumped his toe, he said, and I 
would like to ask what statesman 
ever produced so eloquent an 
alibi, 

I think that having Mr. Dean 
on the air may be a boon to edu- 
cation, rather than a detriment 
to it. The press agents and bu- 
reaucrats have nice-nellied the 
tongue to a thin shadow of its 
former robust self, and before 
long all our kids will be using 
“contact” as a verb unless we be- 
gin to rub a little salt into the 
language 

In a way I regard Dizzy as the 
James Joyce of the sporting 
broadcast. What he says may not 
exactly translate into impeccable 
prose when reproduced, but it 
sounds awful round and ripe and 
pretty when he says it.

Socialist sees controls and re- 
strictions as a necessity to keep 
the country’s economy under 
control, Capitalist looks on them 
as interference with his rights 
and a damper on his initiative. 

And this kind of debate will 
continue until the next election 
The result then will depend en 
tirely on how the gap has been 
closed between socialism’s bless 
ings and its irritations

As Example 

One of the many 
telling examples 
problem is beer, I found out 
something about this because I 
like beer and I like the pub sys- 
tem.

The reason is taxes. Socialism

The pub's products are now 
almost beyond the reach of the 
average man, Last year ,by way 
of example, beer sales dropped 
by two milion 36-gallon barrels. 
Trade is so bad that the slim 
whiskey allocation given to the 
publicans is often more than 
enough, The working men stay 
away from the Crown and Anchor 
because they can’t afford to buy 
a round for the boys , not

School Tax Issue 
Develops In B.C. 


VICTORIA, March 22 CP 
B.C. government was asked yester 
day to free Roman Catholics from 
paying taxes for public schools 
while at the same time maintain 
ing their own separate schools, A 
delegation of Catholic laymen pre 
sented a brief to the cabinet

The minister said Germany's re- 
cent accession to the International 
Wheat Agreement meant Canada 
will ship to that country about 
8,000,000 bushels of wheat in the 
1950-51 crop year, about 16,000,000 
in the 1951-52 crop year and about 
18,000,000 bushels in 1952-53, 

If Japan becomes a member of 
the agreement before the end of 
the current crop year on July 31, 
Canada will also ship wheat'to that 
country. 


MAY BE INCREASED 


The total to be imported by Ger- 
many and Japan under the agree- 
ment is expected to be about 99,- 
000,000 bushels, with Germany tak- 
ing about two-thirds of the amount. 

Mr. Howe said that if Japan be- 
comes a party to the agreement, 
Canada’s tota: allotment will go un 
to 227,000,000 bushels a year, which 
“brings us close to the 230,000,000 
bushels representing what was 
considered to be Canada’s fair 
share of the wheat markets.”

(CP)—Trade Minister Howe 
Canada is losing export sales 


to get Mr. Howe, Finance Minister 
Abbott and Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner to say what the final 
participation payment to western 
wheat farmers is likely to be. All 
three ministers replied they could 
give no estimate at*this time. 

Trade Minister Howe said the 
Canadian Wheat Board has decid- 
ed to make one further payment 
out of its wheat, oats and barley 
pools after the end of the current 
crop year, 

Based on present price pros- 
pects, he estimated the final pay- 
ments at 10 cents a bushel on oats, 
40 cents a bushel on feed barley 
and 50 cents a bushel on malting} 
barley, 


He did not estimate the amoun 
of the wheat payment, : 

To facilitate the payments, he 
urged farmers who have wheat, 
oats or barley still to be delivered 
to get the grain into the elevators 
“at the earliest opportunity.”

Farm Surplus 


OTTAWA, March 22,— (BUP) — 
The British Columbia marketing 
board today was ‘pointing the way 
to other provinces to solve their 
farm surpluses before the two-day 
meeting of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, 

Under the British. Columbia 
board’s plan, egg prices, which had 
dropped four cents per dozen be- 
low cost of production have 
climbed back to a profit margin of 
six cents per dozen or more, 

At the same time the provincial 

egg surplus not only “has melted 
away, but imports now are re- 
quired from Alberta at a rate of 
four car loads per week. 
“As explained by B.C, delegates at 
the meeting now in session, the 
secret of the marketing board plan 
has been effective advertising, 
coupled with control over imports 
coming into the province. 


PLAN IS STUDIED 
When eggs dropped in price to 
28 cents per dozen, the marketing 
board instituted an advertising 
campaign to stimulate demand. 

The immediate result was a sharp 
rise in the consumption rate and a 
corresponding stiffening of prices 

The marketing board did not al- 
low outside imports of eggs until 
the province's surplus had been 
marketed. Then it regulated im- 
ports so that they did not topple 
prices below profitable levels 
the producers. 

Federation delegates today were 
examining the marketing legisla- 
tion of the provinces with a view 
to agreeing upon common stand- 
ards which would make the dupli- 
cation of the B.C. plan possible in 
their provinces and in connection 
with other surpluses.
